2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1-14 is that none of the references cited, 
taken either singly or in combination, teach or disclose a method of reducing inflow of rock 
particles from an earth formation into a wellbore for the production of hydrocarbon fluids, as in 
the claimed combinations, including the step or limitation in independent claim 1 of "creating a 
slot in the wellbore wall, wherein the slot is wedge shaped in a cross-sectional plane . . . and the 
width of the slot decreases in a radially outward direction". For example, the references to 
Zupanick et al (2004/0206493) (note Figures 5-8) or Krawza et al (4,708,214) may create a 
wedge-shaped slot(s) extending outward from the wellbore, however such slot does not possess a 
width which "decreases in a radially outward direction", as called for in pending claim 1 . Other 
references which disclose processes for explicitly relieving stress or "compressive stiffness" in a 
near- wellbore region of a subterranean formation(s), such as Grebennikov et al (7,025,141) or 
Heathman et al (5,787,983), similarly fail to effect such process through the creation of a slot(s) 
as specifically defined in pending claim 1 .
